HINTS FOR MOTORISTS 


HOW EFFICIENT ARE YOUR 
SHOCK ABSORBERS ? 


Although a shock absorber 
can be tested accurately on a 
special machine, an idea of its 
performance may be had by 
forcing down the front or rear 
bumper on a car: then releasing 
it. The car should not bounce 
more than 1% times after the 
bumper is released. If thd 
shock absorber is disconnected 
it should be possible to oper- 
ate it manually throughout its 
stroke. The resistance should 
feel consistent throughout the 
up and down strokes. Com- 
parison with a new shock ab- 
sorber, however,, will be mis- 
leading, because the new one 
will be stiffer than normal. 


DAMAGED GREASE NIPPLES 
If the head of a grease nip- 


ple is slightly damaged. the 
grease escapes instead of 
penetrating the bearing. A 


simple emergency. remedy is to 


tween grease-gun nozzle and 
the nipple. This will prevent 
leakage, but the grease will be 
forced through the rag. Always 
-wipe nipples clean before ap- 
plying the grease gun. 


TIPS FOR SCREWS 

Having trouble starting some 
awkward little screws. There 
are two methods to ‘be’ recom- 
mended. One is to impale the 
point on a strip of paper which 
noi hold th screw until started, 
other is to slip a short rubber 
and then is torn away. The 
driver so that the end of the 
tube over the tip of the screw 
tube projects slightly beyond , 
the tip. The head of the screw 
can then be held in the end ot 
the tube.
